A direct test between the United States 
government and organized labor, on the point 
as to which holds the greater power over the 
’ individual worker, is looming. According to 
.Jay G. Hayden, in an article appearing in The 
Constitution of Sunday last, several members 
of tHe senate are planning to introduce amend- 
ments to the forthcoming manpower bill, which 
will provide that no worker in war industry 
shal] be required to join a union against his 
will. 

It is doubtful if-a more important issue has 
appeared before the American public since the 
war began than this will become. For it will, 
unequivocally, set up a question as to whether 
workers in war industry owe greater allegiance 
to the nation than they do to their unions, or 
vice versa. 

When the manpower bill is ultimately enact- 
ed into law, which is inevitable, sooner or later, 
it will give the government authority to order 
any worker to accept a specified job in war in- 
dustry. It is designec just for that purpose, to 
see that skilled and unskilled labor is used 
where it will best contribute to the war effort. 


Many. war industries, however, operate on 
the “closed shop” principle, which means that 
only union members may be employed. 

When the government begins ordering work- 
ers to specific war jobs, the issue is certain to 
arise when men or women who do not wish 
to join the union report for work. Will the 
union be powerful enough to defy the govern- 
ment and say such people shall not work? Or 
will the government prove itself stronger than 
the unions and order non-union workers to 
fill the jobs, anyway? 

The passage of the amendment mentioned, 
to the manpower bill, is certainly an essential 
item in the program. Otherwise we shall see 
a situation develop when the United States 
government will be sending Americans to pris- 
on, ostensibly for not obeying orders to work 
in a designated factory, but actually for re- 
fusing to join organized labor. 

And when the point is reached where the 
United States government uses its authority 
to force American citizens to join a labor union, 
that is public confession the unions are greater 
than the nation and the last vestige of indi- 
vidual freedom of action, in this country, has 
disappeared.

We 
have the truth on our side in this global con- 
flict, and Mr. Davis is emphatically right in his 
belief that ‘t‘the more truth we can get over to 
the enemy, the more it will discourage him.”

Of late the Nazi propaganda line has followed a similar cue. 
The German people are being told that they no longer are fighting 
a war for gain, but that the very existence of the German nation 
is involved. If the Nazis lose, the people are being warned, the 
German race will be wiped out. 

All of this is framed to prevent a repetitiom of what happened 
in 1918, when the German people, weary of the war and resigned 
to their ultimate defeat, finally revolted against the Kaiser’s gov- 
ernment and brought a premature end to things. 


GETTING JITTERY What is happening now, the frequency 


with which the Nazi propaganda line is 
repeated and the action being threatened or taken against Allied 
prisoners, indicates that the Hitlerites are becoming jittery. 

There is, of course, absolutely no justification for what the Japs 
and the Germans are doing to our prisoners. Charges about the 
bombing of hospitals and schools on the Tokyo raid are too ridicu- 
lous to be considered. The British tying up of German prisoners 
in the Dieppe raid was a military expediency on the humanitarian 
side. No question would have been raised if they had been shot on 
the spot. The British manacled them and brought them back. 


GUILTY FOR YEARS But the Germans and the Japs have 


been guilty of so many atrocities that 
the reasons assigned for their actions are palpably false. For three 
years before we entered the war the Japs were bombing defense- 
less cities of China, slaughtering helpless people. The Germans 
deliberately bombed to destruction a vast section of the city of 
Rotterdam, killing thousands of people who were unable to make 
any pretense of defending themselves. The air attacks on London, 
Coventry, Plymouth, Birmingham and other British cities fall in 
the same category. 

Some of the things the Russians charge against the Germans are 
unbelievable to civilians. Such atrocities are beyond comprehen- 
sion to civilized nations. 

Now the boot is beginning to fit on the other foot. It is we and 
the British who now are giving the Germans a dose of their own 
medicine. Their cities are being systematically destroyed. The 
destruction is just beginning. Sooner or later we will begin to dish 
out the same bitter portion to Japan.

But as to obtaining a ticket through the regular 
channels, there is no chance. The game is an abso- 
lute stand-up sellout. 

And it should be. 
Name a greater attraction. If the big networks pass it 

up they'll be making a serious mistake. Grantland Rice is 
coming south. Other top newspapermen are expected to 
desert eastern and midwestern games, such as Ohio State- 
Wisconsin, and focus their attention on a game that pos- 
sibly may produce a national champion. 

Alabama’s line has repulsed every foe. Blondy 
Black, Blount, Yancey, et al., of Mississippi State, 
were stopped. Tennessee’s Fuson, Cifers, Slater, 
Gold, etc., worked no closer than the 25-yard line. 
Kentucky had a lot of backs who didn’t score.

On Leaving Ship, Atlantan Tells

James Wilbur Turner, of 305 
Macon drive, who was aboard the 
aircraft carrier Wasp when she 
was torpedoed and sunk Septem- 
ber 15 by a Japanese submarine, 
hopes at the end of his 30-day 
leave the United States Navy has 
another carrier ready ‘“‘as good as 
the Wasp.” | 

Turner, bruised and_ singed 
when three Jap torpedoes ‘crashed 
into the Wasp, is visiting his 
mother and stepfather, Mr, and 
Mrs. Paul C. Morris. 

“The Wasp was a swell ship— 
just like home to most of us,” de- 
clared young’ Turner, who enlist- 
ed in the Navy in Atlanta Febru- 
ary 3, 1941, He had been aboard 
the carrier almost two years, ever 
since completing his training at 
Norfolk. 

First Torpedo Hits. 

“T was sitting in the bow read- 
ing a book when the first torpedo 
struck amidships,’ he 
“The force of the explosion caused 
the ship to list heavily, but the 
men had her righted before the 
second and third ‘tin fish’ struck.” 

The first torpedo struck. with 
such force that young Turnér was 
hurled to the deck, bruising his el- 
bows, hands and knees. He re- 
gained his feet with other crew 
members to help save the _ ship. 
The first thing Turner’ grasped 
was a hose ,line to help extinguish 
a fire set by the explosive. 
the explosion had wrecked 
pump.

Turner estimated that only about 
10 per cent of the men aboard the 
Wasp were lost. His estimate was 
the same as that given out by the 
Navy Department in announcing 
the loss of the carrier, 

$1,300 Left Behind. 

“One man told another he had 
$1,300 in his locker downstairs 
when the order came to abandon 
ship,” he said. “The fellow offer- 
ed anyone the key to his locker if 
they wanted to go for the money.

11,000 broken down 
Fulton and DeKalb counties. 


James T. Bray, regional chief of 
WPB’s automobile graveyard sec- 
tion, said his office expects to get 
8000 old cars from Fulton county 
and 2,000 from DeKalb. 

The 11,000 figure does not seem 
impossible, Bray explained, when 
you consider that 119,825 autos 
were registered in both counties at 
the end of 1941. At least 10 per 
cent of that number have since 
reached the point where they are 
no longer good transportation, he 
said. 

“We don’t want to destroy trans- 
portation.” the WPB official de- 
clared. “Instead, we are particu- 
larly diligént to see that all usable 
trucks are kept in service. But 
there is a special situation in Geor- 
gia which has tended to keep on 
the road worn-out cars that would | 
not be eligible for a license in 
other states. 

“This situation has made Geor- | 
gia an export market for used 
cars. Furthermore, the low regis- | 
tration fee has encouraged the 
driving of cars actually unfit for 
service.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(AP)—Coffee rationing starts 
November 29, the government announced today, but it will 
be more liberal than the bugaboo which has frightened house- 
wives in many cities into hoarding and over-buying. 


1 0 Georgia Men 
Listed on Navy

5 Reported Dead, Four 
Wounded, 1 Missing 
in Action. 


Ten Georgians were among the 
408 dead, wounded and missing | 
listed on the Navy’s casualty list | 
covering the two weeks ending) 
October 15, which was made pub- | 
lic today. 

This list, which includes per- 
sonnel of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, brings the 


Navy’s wartime casualty toll to 
15.814. Five Georgians were 
among the dead, four were listed 
as wounded and one as missing in 
action.

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Senate Group Approves

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(7)—

mer consumption. 


And those who care to substi- 
tute tea, cocoa or other beverages 
for coffee at certain meals can 
drink all they wish. No ration- 
ing of these drinks is being im- 
posed, at least for the present. 

Retail sales of coffee will be 
stopped at midnight November 21 
in preparation for the rationing 


starting at midnight November 28. 


In that interval grocers can stock 
their shelves for the start of ra- 
tioning. 

Use Sugar Book. 


The sugar ration book will be 

used for coffee and no new reg- 
istration will be necessary. The 
last 10 stamps in the book will be 
used for coffee. Because of the 
position of these stamps, No. 27 
will be good for the first coffee 
ration, No. 28 for the second, No. 
25 for the third, No. 26 for the 
fourth, 23 for the fifth, 24 for the 
sixth, and so on, working back- 
ward to No. 19. 
The sugar ration books were 
issued for everyone from babies 
to grownups. But only books 
where the age of the user appears 
as 15 or older can be used to 
get coffee. 

The day also brought this other 
news of interest to consumers: 

1. The War Production Board 
reported that Christmas buying 
would just about use up all the 
nylon stockings for the duration 
of the war but said that the 
stores should have enough for the 
Christmas trade. 

_ 2. The Office of Price Admin- 
istration said the dealers could 
raise their prices sufficiently to 
pass on to consumers the higher 
taxes on liquor, wines and beer 
which take effect November 1 and 
that bars likewise could raise 
their prices on drinks of straight 
liquor and on bottled beer but 
not draft beer. 

Liquor Ration. 

3. Donald Hammond, executive 
secretary ofe the Association of 
Maryland Distillers, said in Bal- 
timore that distillers on their own 
initiative were rationing liquor 
to dealers, allotting certain per- 
centages of former supplies to 
various areas. 

4. The OPA announced a 
of 1,090,206 recapped tires — 
Capping services for the nation in 
November, which compared with 
the October quota of 939,940. 
Quotas for Grade 2 tires available 
to war workers also were in- 
creased but reductions were made 
in quotas of new tires available 
for drivers on list A and on pas- 
senger car inner tubes. 

5. The OPA gave notice that 
eligibility rules for supplemental 
“C” gasoline rations would be 
tightened when the nationwide 
rationing starts November 22, with 
all salesmen eliminated from this 
class. 

6. The WPB laid down rigid 
style and production restrictions 
for enameled household ware. 

Shipping Uncertainties. 

While consumer rationing of 
coffee substitutes has not been im- 
posed, shipping uncertainties af- 
fect most of them and supplies on 
the grocer’s shelves may be lim- 
ited. 

Supplies of cocoa and powdered 
chocolate are being cut to 60 per 
cent of the 1941 consumption by a 
limitation on cocoa bean grinding. 
The beans come mainly from Af- 
rica and Brazil. 

Tea also may be scarce. All 
stocks of green tea, which. came 


{from Japan and China, have been 


frozen for government purchase 
and none is available to the pub- 
lic except small quantities al- 
ready packed in containers of a 
quarter pound or smaller. 
Tea Situation. 

Only 50 per cent of the 1941 

consumption of black tea is avail- 


able as a result of a limitation im- 


posed last April designed to make 


_a six-month supply last a year. All 
_black tea is being put up in pack- 


ages of a quarter pound or less. 


Some imports still arrive but not 


in sufficient quantity to indicate a 

liberalization of the sales quota.
